Texas voters will return to the polls 
Saturday to try to finish the job they 
started last month in the Democratic 
Primary. There will still be four 
state-wide races undecided until the 
results are in from this runoff elec­ 
tion. 
Probably the most important of the 
four races will be the 
one for 
Governor with Dolph Briscoe and 
Mrs. Frances Farenthold coming out 
on top after the first voting. 
Even though Briscoe came close to 
winning the race without a runoff in 
the first voting he is expected to have 
a strong opponent in Mrs. Farenthold 
in this second primary. 
All reports 
indicate 
that 
Mrs. 
Farenthold’s backers are much 
better organized now than they were 
in the first primary. It seems that 
many of her backers did not think she 
had a chance before but have really 
gone to work now that she is in the 
runoff. 
With 
Briscoe carrying over 70 
percent of the vote in Jones County 
and most of West Texas we don’t 
think he will have any trouble out 
here if the people will go vote. But 
that is going to be the problem. You 
can bet that nearly every one of Mrs. 
Farenthold’s voters from the first 
primary will be back again, along 
with some more. 
If you want Dolph Briscoe to be 
your next Governor instead of “that 
woman” then you had better go to the 
polls and finish the job you started a 
month ago. It would be kind of sad to 
wake up Sunday morning to find out 
that Briscoe lost because you did not 
bother to vote on Saturday. 
This newspaper endorsed Briscoe 
in the first primary and still believes 
that he is the man for the job. And 
with the choice now narrowed down 
between Briscoe and Sissy there is no 
question but Briscoe is the one for the 
job. 
In the other races we will stay with 
Barefoot Sanders for United States 
Senator over Ralph Yarborough and 
with Wayne Connally over Bill Hobby 
for Lieutenant Governor. Although 
this is the one race where we fell that 
the people of Texas will be well 
served by either of these men. 
We don’t know about the race for 
Comptroller of Public Accounts. 
Robert Calvert is well past the 
retirement age but we know nothing 
about this James Wilson who is op­ 
posing him and suspect it might be 
just as well to stay with Calvert one 
more term and hope he retires or has 
a strong opponent next time. 
Remember if you voted in the first 
primary you did only half the job and 
you need to go vote this Saturday and 
finish what you started.

Council Sets Hearing 
On $416,000 Budget 


The Hamlin City Council 
approved a budget for the 1972- 
73 fiscal year at 
a 
called 
meeting here Tuesday evening 
and set a public hearing on it 
Monday, June 12 at I p.m. in the 
City Hall building 
The tentative budget calls for 
the expenditure of $416,445.00 
during the current year with 
revenue 
expected 
to 
be 
$421,576.50 This expense figure 
does not include any costs of the 
new’ sewer system which is still 
awaiting State approval 
Included in the budget are 
w age ad justm ents for city 
employees, $3,000 for repair of 
the loader used in the sanitary 
landfill $3,(KH) to be used on the 
purchase of a new gravel loader 
which is expected to cost over 
$20.(KH), and $4,000 for a posting 
machine for the city. Also in­ 
cluded in the budget is the 
money for seal coating 40 blocks 
of the city’s paving. 
While the new- budget is over 
$4,000 greater than the budget 
last year, it is $25,000 less than 
what the city actually spent this 
past year. Not included in last 
year’s budget was the $25,000 
fire truck which was purchased 
and paid for last year. 
The 
new 
budget 
has 
a 
projected surp lus of about 
$5,000. 
The projected income for the 
Waterworks Revenue Fund in 
the new budget is $128,350 and 
the total expenses for this fund 
are set at $125,125. This reflects 
the increased water rates put 
into effect at the last regular 
council meeting. 
The General Fund expenses 
by departments 
in the new 
budget are: Sewer Department, 
$31,020.00; Street Department,

“ red alert’’ is being 
sounded throughout the state as 
screwworms continue to assault 
livestock and other animals, 
according to Jones County 
Agent Kirby Clayton. “ It is vital 
that all animals be inspected 
closely and regularly so that 
infestations can be pinpointed 
and treated with sterile flies,’’ 
says Agent Clayton. 
Weather conditions were 
favorable for heavy screwworm 
buildups last winter in northern 
Mexico as well as in parts of the 
Southwest explains the agent. 
Some infestations were also 
spread by transporting infested 
livestock last fall, and the insect 
pest spent the mild winter in 
new quarters. This spring 
overall conditions were “ ripe’’ 
for a massive screwworm in­ 
vasion. 
According to Clayton, more 
than 2,300 cases have been 
confirmed in Texas this spring, 
the earliest and heaviest out­ 
break in the history of the 
Screwworm 
Erad ication 
Program. 
Although 
sterile 
fly 
production at the Mission Lab is 
running at its peak — 200 
million a week — treatment 
with these flies is not enough to 
stop the destructive, flesh- 
eating livestock pest. Clayton 
urges all livestock producers 
and owners of other animals 
(dogs, cats) to follow certain 
precautions: 
1. Carry out all approved 
preventive practices to help 
eliminate screwworms 
2. Inspect animals regularly 
and carefully and treat 
all 
wounds 
whether 
they 
are 
wormy or not 
3. Delay all surgery until cool 
weather this 
fall. 
Shearing, 
docking, 
castrating 
and 
dehorning only provide ad­ 
ditional wounds for worm in­ 
festations. Studies show that 
almost 90 percent of all worm 
samples come from calf navels 
and man-made wounds. 
4. Spray animals with an 
approved 
product 
before 
shipping them. 
This is 
a 


preventive measure against 
spreading the infestation. 
5. Be cautious of livestock 
shipments 
coming 
from 
in­ 
fested areas. If buying such 
animals, be sure to check them 
thoroughly for wormy wounds. 
6. Care should be taken not to 
move infested livestock across 
state 
lines. 
Infestations 
resulting from 
this practice 
may bring about a quarantine 
and the regulated movement of 
livestock. 
7. As soon as a wormy wound 
is found, send a worm sample to 
the Screwworm Laboratory, 
Box 969, Mission. Texas 78572. If 
the case is positive, sterile flies 
will be dropped as soon as 
possible to further protect 
animals in the area. 
“ Everyone must cooperate if 
the screwworm eradication 
program is to be effective,” 
emphasizes Clayton. “ This 
means farmers, ranchers, pet 
woners, auction manages and 
other who work with or own 
animals.” 
Self-addressed 
collecting 
bottles are available at the 
county agent’s office and are 
free for the asking.
